The Church of England, to whieh the Protestant Episeopal Church 
in these States is indebted, under GOD, for her first foundation and 
x long continuance of nursing care and protection, hath, in the Preface 
of her Book of Common Prayer, laid it down asa Rule, that “The 
Particular Forms of Divine Worship, and the Rites and. Ceremonies 
appointed to be used therein, being things ia their own nature indiffer- 
ent and alterable, and so acknowledged, it is but reasonable that, upon 
weighty and important considerations, according to the various exigen- 
cies of es and ions, such changes and alterations should be 
made therein, as to those who are in places of authority should, from 
time to time, seem either necessary or expedient.” 

The same Church hath not only in her Preface, but likewise in her 
Articles and Homilies, declared the necessity and expediency of oeca- 
sional alterations and amendments in ‘orms of Publie Worship r 
and we find accordingly, that, seeking to “keep the happy mean be 
tween too much stiffness in refusing, and too much easiness in admit- 
ting variations in things once nie established, she hath, inigire 
reign of several Princes, since the first eompiling of her Liturgy in the 
time of Edward the Sixth, upon just and weighty considerations her 
thereunto moving, yielded to make such alterations in some particulars, 
as in their respective times were thought convenient ; yet so as that 
the main body and essential parts of the same (as well in the chiefest 
materials, as in the frame aud order thereof) have still been continued 
firm and unshaken.” ‘ 

Her general aim in these different Reviews and Alterations hath 

as she further declares in her said Preface, “ todo that whieh, ac- 
to her best understanding, might mest tend to the preservation 
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pedient. Accordingly, a commission for a review was issucd in the 
ear 1689: But this great and good work miscarried at that time ; and 
Civil Authority has not since thought proper to revive it by any. 
new Commission, : s 

But when in. the course of Divine Providence, these American States 
became independent with respect to Civil Government, their Ecclesias- 
tical Independence was necessaril: included ; and the different religious 
denominations of Christians in S$ were left at full and equal 
liberty to model and organize th deo ive Churches, and forms of 

‘worship, and discipline, in such manner. might judge most con- 
venient for their future prosperity ; consis with the Constitution 
and Laws of their Country. ; 

The attention of this Church was, in the first place, drawn to those 
alterations in the Liturgy which became necessary in the Prayers for 
our Civil Rulers, in consequence of the Reyolution. And the principal 
care herein was to make them conformable to what ought to be the 
proper end of all such prayers, namely, that Rulers may have grace 
wisdom, ‘and understanding to execute justice, and to maintain truth ;? 
and that the People may lead quiet and peaceable lives, in all godli- 
ness and honesty.” , ; ‘ 

But while these alterations were in review before the Convention, 
they could not but, with gratitude to God, embrace the happy occasion 
which was offered to them (uninfluenced and unrestrained by any 
worldly authority whatsoever) to take a further review of the Public 
Service, and to establish such other alterations and amendments therein 
as might be deemed expedient. 

It seems unnecessary to enumerate dll the different alterations and 
amendments. They will appear, and it is to be hoped, the reasons of 
them also, upon a comparison of this with the Book of Common Prayer 
of the Church of England. In which it will also appear, that this Church 
is far from intending to depart from the Church of ‘England in any es- 
sential point of doctrine, discipline, or worship ; or further than local 
circumstances require. 

And now, this important work being brought to a conclusion, it is 
hoped the whole will be receiyed and examined. by every true Member 
of our Church, and every sincere Christian, with a meek, candid, and 
charitable frame of mind ; without prejudice or prepossessions ; Serious 
ly considering what Christianity is, and what the truths of the Gospel 
are; and earnestly beseeching Almighty God to accompany with his 
‘blessing every en marae promulgating them to mankind in the 

_ Glearest, plainest, most affecting and majestic maunec, for the sake of 
Jesus Christ, our blessed Led aud Saviour.

THE Psalter shall be read through once every Month, as it is.there ap eal 
both for Morning and Evening Prayer. But in February it real. 
only to the twenty-eighth or twenty-ninth Day of the Month. 
And whereas January, March, May, July, August, October, and December, : 
have one-and-thirty Days a-piece ; it is ordered, that the same Psalms shall be 
read the last Day of the said Months which were read the Day before ; so that 
the Psalter may begin again the first Day of the next Month ensuing. 5 
And whereas the 119th Psalm is divided into twenty-two Portions, and is 
over-long to be read at one time; it is so ordered, that at one time shall not be 
Tead above four or five of the said Portions. tts 
The Minister, instead of reading from the Psalter, as divided for Daily Mo’ bd 
ing and Evening Prayer, may read one of the Selections set out by this Church. 
And on Days of Fasting and Thanksgiving, appointed either by the Civil or 
-by the Ecclesiastical Authority, the Minister may appoint such Psalms as he 
shall think fit in his discretion, unless any shall have been appointed by the 
Ecclesiastical Authority, in a Service set out for the Occasion ; which, in that 
case, shall be used, and no other.

THE MINISTRATION OF 


PRIVATE BAPTISM OF CHILDREN 
IN HOUSES. 


T The Minister of every Parish s en admonish the People, that they defer not 
the Baptism of their Children lor than the first or second Sunday next after their 
birtli, or other Holy Day falling between, unless upon a great and reasonable Cause. 

And also they shall warn them, that, without like great cause and necessity, the 
procure not their Children to be baptized at home in their houses. But when need 

compel them somo _ then Baptism shall be administered as followeth. 

First, let the Minister of the Parish (or, in bis absence, any other lawful Minister 
that can be procured) with those who are present, call upon God, and say the Lord’s 
Prayer, | so many of the Collects appointed to be said before in the Form of 
Public Baptism, as the time and present exigence willsuffer.
